ROME, May 30.—The forthcoming month of June will be full of 
significant events and probably weighty decisions capable of in- 
fluencing not only our civilization, but the history and future of the 
human race. 

Both civilization and humanity find themselves now at the cross- 
roads, faced with problems of highest and gravest importance. 

May ‘has given the disarmament conference a push forward. June 
will give the problem of reparations a note of increasing actuality. 

On the first of July the moratorium ends. It is therefore im- 
perative to make a decision on this question. 

Although spring, on whose rejuvenating influence so many hopes 
had centred, is now far advanced, we must unfortunately admit that 
the world economic situation is getting daily more serious.

Teachers and caretakers of the city schools have 
agreed to a further cut of four per cent in their 
salaries. This will make a difference of $32,000 in 
the cost of operating the schools, and ne the 
prospective expenditures within $11,000 of the 
amount estimated.

It 
rarely happens that conditions are favorable in all 
the great wheat exporting countries in the same 
year. That occurred three years ago. and started the 
landslide from which prices have never recovered. | 
t is early yet to assume that because more land 
has been sown there will be a deluge of wheat next 
winter and a continuance of depressed prices.

ROAD ACCIDENTS 

This is to be public safety and health week 
throughout the Dominion. That is to say, news- 
papers and speakers will try to direct public atten- 
tion to the necessity of preventing accidents and 
preserving health. 

Either theme would be more than sufficient for 
one week's special effort. Better results might be 
achieved if attention were concentrated in one ob- 
jective, the other to be dealt with af another time. 

Certainly the prevention of accidents is a sub- 
ject broad enough and important enough for the 
public to think about in odd moments for an entire 
week. The prevention of road accidents alone de- 
serves that amount of popular consideration, and* 
apparently needs it if road horrors are to grow less 
and not more. 

It is relevant to note that in the year 1928 as 
many people were killed in traffic accidents in the 
city of New York as were killed by all the German 
bombers who raided England with Zeppelins and 
airplanes during the four years war. 

In no Canadian city are conditions so congested. 
Bearing that in mind, cities on this side of the line 
present a casually list every year that will stand 
comparison with the records of the great centres in 
the United States. Also considering the density of 
traffic, accidents on our rural highways probably 
rival those of the crowded highways of the re- 
Public. 

That one branch of the subject alone provides a 
text for warnings without number, and for the sey- 
ious attention of the public at the commencement 
of another motoring season.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. Cowper. 


A reader, who has been following the contro- 
versy about sending the Doukhobors to the peni- 
tentiary at public expense for three years because 
they undress as a protest against police persecution, 
wants to know how better I could handle the situa- 
tion. 

It would be more difficult to think up a worse 
way to handle the situation. To take these simple 
hardworking, inoffensive people away from their 
colonies where they wish only to be left in peace 
to worship, to tear families asunder, throw men and 
women into jail for terms longer than that given 
to brokers who defrauded the public of millions— 
and got away with the money—and to let their 
valuable lands and buildings go to rack and ruin, 
is about the most cruel and asinine way of handling 
these people short of sending them to the guillo- 
tine.

If my esteemed enquirer will take a look at a 
map of British Columbia, he will see in the Gulf 
of Georgia, between the mainland and Vancouver 
Island and about fifty miles northwest of Van- 
couver Harbour a long island, the shape of a ban- 
ana. It measures about 50 miles long and averages 
eight miles in width. 

Four hundred square miles is not by any means 
the largest area of an island off the B.C, coast, ex- 
cluding Vancouver Island and the Queen Charlottes. 
Pitt Island has about 700 square miles; Banks Island 
measures about 500 square miles and Princess Roy- 
al Island well onto 1000 square miles. Yet so little 
are these great islands inhabited that not one Can- 
adian in ten thousand has ever heard of them or 
could say precisely where they are. 

The island I refer to is Texada Island. Standing 
on English Bay pier as the sun is setting you can 
See the southern tip of Texada with the naked eye 
as the sunlight falls on the west flank of Mount 
Upwood. 

Yet there is practically no settlement on Texada 
Island apart from the mill buildings at Van Anda 
near the extreme northern tip. Last February 
when I went to Texada to see about having a bridge 
built on some mineral claims, I had to sleep all 
night in my oilskins on the wharf at Van Anda, the 
only settlement on Texada Island. There isn’t an 
hotel there, or a spare bed. 

Yet the island is a treasure house. The deepest 
bornite mine in the world is at Van Anda. The 
U.S.S. Oregon and the U.S.S. Washington are built 
of steel made from Texada Island ore. There is good 
timber, good grazing and good agricultural land. 
The climate is dry for the ceast. I have seen cactus 
growing on the west coast close to the beautiful 
beaches. There isn’t a bear or a cougar on the island. 
The native deer, through inbreeding, are about 
the size of a Newfoundland dog. The climate is 
mild. One night in February, 1924, I was overtaken 
by darkness in dense bush on Texada, and had to 
Stay under a tree till 7 next morning, with a wet 
coat and no undervest—without bad results. 


Hundreds of settlers have taken up land on 
Texada, but only a handful have stayed. The reas- 
on is easy to understand. Texada Island is like a 
mountain range thrust up through the sea. It slopes 
up from the west and falls off sheer on the east. It 
is a good deal of a puzzle to the geologists. 

In consequence of being an upthrust, there are 
no harbours on the whole length of either the east- 
ern or western coasts. Thrice at different times I 
have had to leave the work on my property when 
a gale has come up, and put out to sea to prevent 
my boat being driven ashore. The nearest shelter 
is Tucker Bay on Lasqueti Island, thirty miles to 
the south. Twice rather than venture into Tucker 
Bay in the blackness, when the phosphorescence 
on the breaking waves made it difficult to pick out 
the Seven Sisters light, I kept on for Vancouver, 
eighty miles away. 


All this fun for the amateur sailor spells dis- 
aster for the single handed rancher, who can't get 
his stuff shipped in or his produce shipped out, ex- 
cept by trucking to Van Anda at the far north. The 
difficulty of approach for steamers has kept the 
island from being visited, save by occasional -pros- 
pectors. Countless thousands of dollars have been 
wasted by men who went in and cleared land, only 
to give up after a few years, Owing to the economic 
isolation of the place. 

Well, to cut a long yarn short, I'd ship the 
Doukhobors to a place like Texada Island, where 
they would enjoy the isolation that other people 
cannot stand. So long as we keep the police from 
snooping round there, nobody's purity would be 
sullied if by any chance some of the Douks wished 
to go round raw for awhile. 

There's everything on Texada Island to make 
people happy if they don't mind cutting themselves 
off from the world. Many a time I have wished 
I could have in a lump sum for a development 
scheme all the money that has been wasted on Tex- 
ada Island by governments and by settlers in a vain 
attempt to settle the place. 

One man's meat is another man’s poison. The 
very conditions that have made it impossible to 
settle this beautiful garden island would make it 
an ideal place to dump the Doukhobors in. They 
would relish its aloofness and make a Paradise of it. 

Oo doubt there would be difficulty in finding 
a good Governor for the colony. He would require 
to be at once sympathetic to the Douks, and at the 
same time hard-boiled if some of the colonists wish- 
ed to have a birthday suit parade. In this dilemma 
I will gladly nominate myself. 

Whether it be from innate purity or innate de- 
pravity, the sight would neither shock me, nor ren- 
der me unfit for business for a couple of days. In- 
deed if it would make for harmony I'd be willing 
to peel off myself. 


About 120 miles further up the Gulf in Johnstone 
Straits, there is a very successful Finnish commun- 
istic settlement at Sointula on Malcolm Island. It 
has lasted over thirty years. 

The settlers wear clothes at work, but think it 
indecent and prurient to wear bathing suits when 
they bathe. Every summer evening they have mix- 
ed bathing in the altogether, without moral injury 
to themselves or to the occasional spectator. I hope 
this disclosure does not result in the happy Soin- 
tulans being sent to the pen. for three years. 

Were the Doukhobors placed on an island, the 
world be no more shocked by their innocence than 
it is by the Finns on Malcolm Island, who are 
among the very best of B.C.’s citizens.

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Health and Dict Advice 
By Dr. Frank McCoy 


While the practice of sitting for a few minutes 
each day with the feet elevated on a desk is aypoor 
social custom, it is a good way to prevent varicose 
veins. One who has been standing for a long time 
may note a sensation of heaviness, fullness, and 
fatigue in the legs which is relieved when the heels 
are placed higher than the hips. 

Varicose veins occur in the superficial veins of 

the legs and thigh, and appear tortuous, jagged, blu- 
ish or purplish. The walls of these veins are thick 
er than normal in some places and very thin in 
others. This swelling and enlargement occurs most 
often with the veins of the leg; in them the blood 
is more or less trying to flow uphill against the 
force of gravity. To control the flow, the veins are 
fitted with valves, which are to keep the blood from 
flowing backward. While the blood in the arteries 
is pumped along by the heart and by the contract- 
ing power of the arterial walls, the heart force is 
not very strong by the time each impulse reaches 
the veins in the legs; if any condition then occurs 
which prevents the return of the blood from the 
veins, it will accumulate, causing the valves to 
break down, the veins become engorged, distented 
and stretched and varicose veins are present. 
* Predisposing causes toward their formation are: 
Tight garters, bearing of children, work calling for 
long standing, overweight and prolapsus. The most 
prominent symptom is the tortuous enlarged vein, 
however, there may be swelling of the leg, redness 
of the skin together with aching and paining. The 
condition tends to become worse rather than bet- 
ter, and in time the veins may inflame so that 
varicose ulcers form, which are slow to heal. Such 
an ulcer may keep the patient off his feet and in- 
terfere with activity. 

The cure depends upon: 1. Removing the cause 
as far as possible; 2. Strengthening the walls of the 
veins through local treatments. 3. A general health 
building regime to revitalize the blood so that the 
veins will be better nourished. Where the patient 
is overweight, it is helpful to reduce and, where the 
cause is prolapsus of the abdominal organs, these 
organs should be raised to their proper position as 
this will pull them away from the lower pelvis and 
relieve the blood congestion in the lower limbs. 
Where the cause is too much standing, it is always 
helpful to secure more rest. 

The best local treatment which you can give 
yourself at home to strengthen the vein walls is to 
hold a piece of ice lightly against the vein. Press 
the ice against the protruding vein after raising the 
leg. Continue the ice treatment three or four times 
daily for several months. Another treatment which 
often gives relief from the aching in the legs in the 
use of hot showers followed by cold; allow hot or 
warm water to spray over the legs for about five 
minutes then use the cold for about one minute, 
This is an excellent toning treatment. 

Local treatments of some kind are indispensable 
if you wish to shrink the veins to normal. Those 
who can obtain local treatments given by a physi- 
cian with certain electrical appartus will find them 
beneficial. Varicose ulcers should be treated by 
your doctor with the actinic light of the close cone 
tact high frequency spark. One cannot consider 
the use of the rubber bandage or stocking a sat- 
isfactory cure. 


Slanting board excercises should be used as these 
help the blood to flow out of the veins toward the 
heart. Some patients have found it helpful to 

raise the foot of the bed several inches from the 
floor as this helps drain the veins during the night,

QUESTION: F. F. asks: “What is the cause of 


one wanting an excessive amount of salt in one's 
food?” 


ANSWER: The cause of this craving is due to 
the fact that most people cook their foods too long, 
and also cook them improperly, so that all of the 
organic sodium, chloride and other salts are de- 
stroyed. Try the waterless cooking method, and I 
am sure that you will find your craving for season: 
ing of food to be lessened.

NELSON, B.C., May 30—Three 
special railway coaches occupied 
by 197 Doukhobor men and wo- 
men convicted and sentenced to 
three-year terms in the peniten- 
tiary for taking part in nude de- 
monstrations at Thrums during 
the month, left here by Saturday 
night's train for Vancouver. 

The jail population, however, was 
not depleted for long, for this after- 
noon four truckloads of members 
of the Sons of Freedom were 


brought to the jail from Thrums. | 
There were 117 in the party. This | 
new batch of law breakers parti- | 
cipated in another nude demon- | 


stration today. There were 40 men, 
31 women and 46 children 

As in previous Sunday demon- 
strations, police had little trouble in 
rounding up the offenders. The 
Doukhobors pullec off their cloth- 
ing as the police arrived, and then 
taking their clothing piled aboard 
the trucks and dressed. 

Among Sunday's arrests were:a 
large number of young girls who 
have frequented the vicinity of the 
jail here. 


Whether Sunday's arrests will 


end the demonstrations is not} 


known. Including those taken into 
custody Sunday, 862 Doukhobors 
have been brought to the jail here 


since the nude demonstrations 


started May 1.
